Illinois Has Chance 
of Being First 
Ratify. 


BY ARTHUR.SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., June 4.—[Spe- 
cial.]—The Susan B. Anthony amend- 
ment to the federal constitution, grant- 
ing the right of suffrage to women, was 
approved by the senate today by a vote 
of 56 to 25, receiving two votes miore 
than the requisite two-thirds of the 
senators voting. 

As the amendment was approved by 
the house on May 21; it now goes at 
once to the state legislatures for ratifi- 
eation. There is no limitation in the 
time of ratification and the eventual 
approval by the necessary thirty-six 
legislatures of what will become the 
nineteenth amendment to the constitu- 
tion is regarded as certain. : | 

Unless, however, extraordinary ses- 
sions of many legislatures are called 
this year or next year, Susan B. An- 
thony’s prediction that American wom- 
en would enjoy universal suffrage by 
1920 appears unlikely of precise ful- 
tiiment. Only six.legislatures are now 
in session, one of them being Illinois, 
which has the opportunity of being the 
first to ratify. | 

Both ‘Sides Are Confident. | 

Spffragists expect no difficulty in ob 
taining ratification in the twenty-eight 
states now possessing presidential suf- 
frage and will concentrate their en- 
deavors upon lining up at least eight 
of the remaining twenty states. 

Anti-suffragists are confident that 


thirteen or more states in the negative 
column. 

With the adoption of the amendment 
resolution by congress the women have 
won the first main objective in their 
fight of forty-one years. : 

Meets Republican Pledge. 

The action of the senate today com- 
pletes the first constructive act of the 
new Republican congress and fulfills} 
the Republican pledge to send the 
amendment on the way to ratification. 

The Republicans feel themselves just- 
ly entitled to the credit for making 
possible the enfranchisement of women, 
inasmuch as the Democrats defeated 
the measure every time it was brought 
before congress while they were in 
control. |

“* Article —, Section 1. The right of 
citizens of the D/nited States to vote 
Bhall not ke denied or abridged by the 
United States or by any state on ac- 
count of sex. 

“* Sec. 2. Congress shall have power, 
by appropriate legislation, to enforce 
the provisions of this article.’” 

The resolution was drafted in its 
present form by Susan B. Anthony 
and Elizabeth Cady Stanton in 1875. 

It was first introduced by Senator

Another of the counter proposals which has 
weight is the demand for a definite limit of in- 
demnity.

HELP FOR THE Y. W. C. A. 
It is the aim of the Young Women’s Christian 
association to make Chicago a fit place for home- 
less girls to live in; not only those who are utterly 


are compelled to make their own way apart from 
the influence of the home. 

Being “mother” to several thousands of young 
women who, but for the Y. W. C. A. and similar in- 
stitutions, would be thrown upon the world without 
the associations required by the normal girl, is a 
considerable task. It cannot be accomplished 
without sturdy support. Inasmtich as the city re- 


ness of the city to take care of them and see that 
they do not come to disappointment through neg- 
lect. 

The city nendio’ maintain girls’ clubs, but the 
citizens can support those established and directed 
by individuals. The Y. W. C. A. has taken up a 
work of far reaching importance. It is not a mu- 
nicipal institution, but its results contribute di- 
rectly to the welfare of the municipality. It is 
one of the public necessities to aid which we must 


jgubmit to an extra tax which, while not obliga- 


tory, is very essential. 

Good girls are important and so is the machin- 
ery for making it possible for them to be so. There 
‘are nearly 250,000 women and girls employed in 
Chicago. Above 40 pe®cent of them are away 
}from the sphere of home influence. There are 
{thirty-five clubs and centers for girls and women 
with a capacity of about 2,556. It is seen that cen- 
ters for women and girls are desirable.

“Outsider” to Some. 

“Kolchak is an outsider to us,” an 
anti-bolshevik liberal said to me a few 
days ago in Moscow. 

“He represents the foreign commer- 
cla] interests, outside looters, and our 
ol4 landlor2s and owners who want any 
od order back. He comes in shoot- 
ing us with foreign bullets, managed 
by foreign advisers, directed by for- 
eign interests. 

“We want to settle our own affairs 
our own way. Instead of supporting 
Kolchak and Denekin and Mannerheim 
and the rest of the groups, why should 
not the allies simply withdraw their 
support and let there be peace? If we 
can only get back to work once and let 
this great country think straight for 
one single day we will take care of this 
Poishevism ourselves.” 

To Save What Russia? 


To the outside world Kolchak has 
become a figure on a prancing horse 
who has come to save Russia. Inside 
of the country they are asking what 
Russia he has come to save—the old 
Russia of the czar with all its graft and 
terror and rottenness and unfairness 
or the new, struggling Russia that js 
trying to hold itself out of the mudhole 
that it has fallen into. 

The best people in Russia today are 
absolutely against Kolchak. I do not 
mean the communist party with its 
$00,000 fanatics but fine, liberal minded 
people who are inter in Russia for 
Russia's sake and not in their class or 
in their old states. They view Kol- 
chak’s advance with increasing alarm. 
The thought of America and the allies 
Tecognizin olchak appears to them 
as being the most grievous mistake of 
all the stupid errors that the allies 
have made against Russia. 


Kolchak came into power as a result || 


of the overthrow of what little legalized 
remnants of the old constituent assem- 
bly there remained.

Of the total of these Help Waneéd 
“ads,” nearly nineteen columns were 
advertisements seeking male help, and 
more than nineteen columns were filled 
with female help wanted advertisements.

“The labor report this week con- 
tains a table showing the net change 
in the volume of employment in 27 
important cities between ‘Nov. 9 and 
May 17. The returns are from 1,414 
concerns on both dates. The cities are 
widely scattered. On Nov. 9 these es- 
tablishments employed 730,453 men. 
On May 17 the number on the pay rolls 
was pniy 658,830, a decrease of 82,410, 
or 9.8 per cent. 

Labor Surplus Here.

“We stated to your honor that we ex- 
pected to show that THE CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE was constantly advoczrting 
war between this country and Mex- 
ico and was conducting a deliberate 
propaganda to embroil this country in 
war with Mexico; not to take care of 
our border, but to seize and take pos- 
session of Mexico for two reasons;

“We expect to show that Henry 
Ford was one of the most prominent 
persons in the United States against 
that policy, and that, therefore, they 
determined to blacken him, and get rid 
of him. That was the real motive of 
this editorial. It was only part of a » 
propaganda against Mr. Ford, to de- 
stroy him. ‘Their motives were un- 
worthy. This is just part of that tes- 
timony.” 

Not of Editorial Page. 
Attorney Stevenson for Tue Tris- 
uw said: “One point of the abjec- 
tion made, if your honor please, is 
that correspondence in the paper—aaud 
not on the editorial page. and not the 
sentiments of the editorlal writers, and 
the directors of the paper—do net es. 
tablish the policy. On the one hand 
we have, if your honor please, an ar- 
ticle which they say is pro-German. 
On the. other side we have an article 
that is pro-ally. On one side you have 
an article that is criticising the Ger- 
mans for their outrages and the atroc- 
ities committed in Belgium.
